During  the  calendar  year  1962  one  new  trust  fund 
was  established  and  new  funds  were  added  to  three 
already  established,  &o  that  144  funds  are  now  being 
administered  by  your  trustees. 

While  the  market  price  of  stocks  has  been  de- 
pressed during  this  year  we  received  $400'  more  income 
this  year  than  last  due  to  a  higher  rate  of  interest 
from  our  money  in  banks  and  higher  dividends  due  to 
added  shares  of  stock  which  we  received  as  stock 
dividends  in  the  past.  The  cost  of  care  of  lots  also  has 
increased  by  about  $50  but  in  most  cases  the  income 
has  been  greater  than  the  added  cost  so  that  all  funds 
are  in  good  condition. 

As  stock  dividends,  which  in  all  cases  are  added 
to  the  principal  of  the  funds,  we  have  received  during 
the  year  58  additional  shares,  worth  at  present  mar- 
ket prices  $667.48  making  our  present  holdings  of 
stock : 

Broad  Street  Fund,  104  Shares;  Puritan  Fund,  1,268 
Shares;  Whitehall  Fund,  784  Shares;  with  a  present 
market  price  of  $23,958.08  and  which  cost  us 
$21,740.26  or  a  capital  gain  of  $2,217.82.

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Preventing  Forest  Fires  Is  Our  Responsibility 

Costs  of  suppressing  carelessly  set  outdoor  fires 
in  New  Hampshire  in  1962  cost  the  persons  respon- 
sible $5,545.  In  the  same  period,  the  cost  to  the  cities 
and  towns  for  control  of  such  fires  for  which  no  re- 
sponsibility could  be  placed  cost  another  $24,634. 
What  utter  waste  of  tax  money  and  what  shameful 
and  needless  loss  of  timber  and  esthetic  values  in  the 
2,200  acres  burned.  Residences,  farms,  and  other 
business  places  were  threatened  with  possible  total 
destruction. 

Carelessly  set  man  caused  fires  can  be  prevented 
if  every  citizen  remembers  his  responsibility  in  regard 
to  any  source  of  fires  in  the  open.  We  can  help  to  keep 
our  fire  loss  low  by  remembering  these  simple  rules. 

1.  Dispose  of  burnable  waste  at  the  town  dump. 

2.  If  waste  or  brush  is  to  be  burned  on  the 
premises,  obtain  a  permit  from  the  forest  fire 
warden.  Seasonal  permits  may  be  issued  for 
approved  incinerators  and  sites. 

3.  Burn  safely  by  picking  a  clean  site,  avoiding 
dry  windy  weather  and  preferably  burning 
late  in  the  day. 

4.  Have  something  to  keep  the  fire  under  con- 
trol —  pails  of  water,  garden  hose,  sprinkling 
can,  broom  for  grass  fires  or  shovel  will  help. 

5.  Be  sure  your  fire  is  dead  out  before  you  leave  it. 

6.  If  the  fire  gets  out  of  control  or  if  you  see 
a  fire  out  of  control,  report  promptly  to  your  warden 
or  fire  department.  Continue  to  fight  it  until  help 
arrives. 

There  is  potential  danger  when  matches  fall  into 
the  hands  of  children.  It  is  never  too  early  for  parents 
to  install  in  the  child's  mind  a  respect  for  fire. 

Keep  our  town  safe  from  fire. 

In  1962  we  had  2  fires. 

We  burned   15  acres.

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  activities  con- 
ducted for  the  town  of  Rumney,  by  the  N.  H.  Division 
of  Public  Health,  Bureau  of  Public  Health  Nursing, 
for  the  year  1962.  Please  have  printed  in  your  town 
report. 

The  children  of  Rumney  were  invited  to  attend 
immunization  clinics  in  Warren  and  Plymouth.  At  the 
Warren  clinics  children  received  immunizations  for 
Diptheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough,  smallpox 
vaccinations,  Booster  shots  and  Sabin  Oral  Polio 
vaccine.  Three  Sabin  Oral  Polio  vaccine  clinics  were 
held  at  Plymouth  and  many  children  and  adults  of 
Rumney  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  receive 
the  vaccine.  Preschool  children  completing  Typesl-2-3 
of  Sabin  vaccine  at  the  clinics: 

Plymouth  Clinics  —  25  received  3   types 
Warren  Climes  —  28  received  3  types 

Records  of  Sabin  Polio  vaccine  immunizations  of 
preschools  have  been  sent  to  family  physicians  in- 
dicated on  the  cards  signed  at  the  clinics.  If  your 
child  did  not  receive  three  types  it  is  important  to 
contact  your  family  physician  regarding  completing 
series. 

Several  children  and  adults  are  being  followed  at 
the  Chest  X-ray  clinics  held  in  Plymouth  in  fall  and 
spring.  These  are  mostly  follow-ups  from  the  tuber- 
culin testing  done  in  the  schools  in  1961. 
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November  7  to  16th  a  preschool  Dental  Fluorine 
program  was  held  in  the  Grange  Hall,  sponsored  by 
the  Home  Economics  committee  of  Rumney  Grange. 
Mrs.  Marjorie  Plaisted,  Dental  Hygienist  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Dental  Public  Health,  State  of  N.  H.  did 
■cleaning,  4  fluorine  treatments  and  excellent  dental 
instruction  to  the  parents  during  the  program. 

A  total  of  31  children,  between  the  ages  of  3-6, 
ix^ok  advantage  of  this  program.  My  sincere  thanks 
to  the  Rumney  Grange  for  making  this  program 
available  for  the  preschool  children  in  the  town. 

Home  visits  have  been  made  by  the  nurse  in  the 
town  on  pre-school  children,  follow-up  on  chest  x-ray 
clinics  and  various  programs.  Arrangements  have 
l)een  made  for  medical  care  and  clinics  services  as 
indicated. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  all  who  assisted  in  any  of 
the  Health  programs,  including  the  telephone  squad 
who  reminded  people  of  Plymouth  Sabin  clinics.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 


It  is  difficult  year  after  year  to  make  a  reiDort  to 
you  that  floes  not  have  a  orreat  deal  of  sameness  be- 
cause ^ood!  educational  DhilosoDhy  and  pedag-ogy  are 
thinsrs  that  do  not  change  a  gref't  deal.  Some  exneri- 
me^itation  must  be  involved  in  progress  but  we  try  to 
retain  tl^ose  things  which  we  find  are  good  and  reiect 
those  which  are  not.  When  a  school  is  running 
smoothly  and  the  children  appear  to  be  getting-  a  good 
education,  it  is  unwise  to  tamper  too  much  with  the 
machinery. 

We  started  school  in  September  with  two  staff 
changes  while  four  of  the  six  teachers  elected  to  re- 
turn. It  seemed  like  the  passing  of  an  era  when  Miss 
Hary  Russell  retired  after  being  called  back  into  ser- 
vice for  one  year.  Her  position  was  filled  by  Mrs. 
Greenwood  who  had  previously  taught  in  the  Russell 
School  and  returned  after  a  year's  absence.  Mr. 
Graham  resigned  to  take  a  position  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  state  and  Mr.  Corey,  a  1962  graduate  of 
Plymouth  Teachers  College  was  employed  to  replace 
him.  The  policy  of  the  School  Board  and  myself  has 
been,  if  possible,  to  have  at  least  one  man  on  the  staff 
at  the  school  and  Mr.  Corey  has  worked  out  very  well. 
His  background  in  Physical  Education  makes  him  a 
valuable  staff  member  for  working  with  this  pro- 
gram in  school  as  well  as  doing  some  coaching  in  Bas- 
ketball and  Baseball.  He  also  has  a  minor  teaching 
field  in  Science  and  in  our  continuing  departmentali- 
zation of  grades  5-8  is  teaching  this  subject.  During 
the  past  year  we  have  improved  the  school  library  to 
a  great  extent  and  it  is  now  being  used  more  than 
ever.  Mrs.  Craig  took  a  library  course  at  Plymouth 
Teachers  College  last  summer  and  has  organized  the 
school  library  on  the  same  basis  as  that  in  most 
towns.  Each  year  I  plan  to  have  enough  money  in  the 
budget  to  add  a  few  volumes  and  our  number  of  books 
is  growing  all  the  time.  It  will  not  be  too  long  before 
some  more  shelves  are  needed.     Mrs.  Craig  should  be 
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complimented  on  her  work  and  the  ladies  who  helped 
in  cataloging  and  supervision  deserve  a  lot  of  thanks 
and  credit. 

This  year  we  shall  have  to  begin  to  replace  various 
series  of  textbooks.  Most  of  the  ones  we  are  using  are 
four  or  five  years  old  and  are  largely  worn  out.  Be- 
sides this,  every  one  of  the  series  we  use  have  been 
replaced  by  later  editions.  This  will  mean  that  we  will 
have  to  spend  more  money  for  textbooks  during  the 
next  few  years  ahead.  However,  I  shall  try  to  get 
along  with  less  money  in  the  other  areas  where  I  have 
financial  responsibility  so  the  increase  for  this  will 
not  be  large. 

The  hot  lunch  program  under  the  guidiance  and 
supervision  of  Mrs.  Lyon  continues  to  be  as  success^ 
ful  as  ever  and  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  model 
programs  in  the  state  for  small  schools. 

We  are  making  no  changes  in  our  testing  program 
but  I  hope  to  add  an  aptitude  test  to  the  batteries 
given  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  to  aid  them  in 
high  school  placement.  Plymouth  High  School  now 
has  a  full-time  Guidance  Counselor  and  more  pupils 
will  be  taking  the  best  curriculum  for  them. 

People  in  the  district  should  be  continuing  to  think 
about  the  Cooperative  High  School  idea.  It  is  too  bad 
that  the  votes  taken  by  various  districts  last  June 
turned  out  as  they  did  but  it  was  obvious  that  the 
type  of  program  outlined  by  the  committees  that 
worked  so  hard  was  not  favored  by  the  majority.  The 
study  will  be  picked  up  again  no  later  than  next  fall 
but  it  was  deemed  wise  at  this  time  to  wait  and  see  if 
the  report  of  the  Interim  Commission  was  implement- 
ed by  the  Legislature  to  make  it  more  financially  de- 
sirable to  cooperate.  This  time  the  study  will  probably 
be  in  the  direction  of  a  grades  9-12  school.  I  personally 
favor  a  1-12  Cooperative  because  I  think  it  would  be 
best  in  terms  of  education  and  cheapest  in  the  terms 
of  finances  but  most  lay  people  would  probably  favor 
taking  one  step  at  a  time.

EXPLANATION  OF 
SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARY 

Section  5,  Chapter  243,  Laws  of  1953  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  requires  that  school  district  an- 
nual reports  show  the  total  amount  paid  to  the 
superintendent  of  schools  as  per  the  following  quota- 
tions: "Reports.  Each  superintendent  of  a  super- 
visory union  shall  annually  prepare  a  report  showing 
the  total  salary  paid  to  the  superintendent,  which  re- 
port shall  show  in  detail  the  amount  derived  from  the 
per  capita  tax  and  the  amount  paid  directly  by  each 
school  district  in  the  union." 

One-half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is 
prorated  among  the  several  school  districts  of  the 
union  on  the  basis  of  adjusted  valuation.  One-half  is 
prorated  on  the  basis  of  average  daily  membership 
in  the  school  for  the  previous  school  year  ending 
June  30th.  The  Superintendent  of  Supervisory  Union 
No.  48  during  1961-1962  received  a  salary  of  $8500 
which  was  made  up  as  follows:  $4250  paid  from  the 
per  capita  tax  and  $4250  prorated  among  the  several 
school  districts.  Allowances  of  $1200  for  travel  within 
the  union  was  also  prorated  as  stated  above.

The  administrative  organization  of  any  school  is 
merely  a  means  to  an  end.  It  is  of  no  value  except  as 
it  makes  possible  the  kind  of  educational  activity  that 
a  school  should  carry  on. 

This  year  we  welcome  to  our  staff  Mr.  Diavid 
Corey.  Mr.  Corey  is  head  of  the  Science  Department 
and  Sports  Program. 

Educational  T.  V.  is  being  used  in  a  History  of 
N.  H.  Course,  Science  and  Reading  Phonics  Grades 
1-3.  One  of  the  uses  of  T.  V.  excluding  cla&s  presen- 
tation, was  the  Space  Flights,  which  the  students 
were  permitted  to  watch.  To  read  about  History  is 
one  thing,  but  to  see  it  happen  presents  an  outstand- 
ing educational  experience. 

The  rescheduling  of  the  bus  transportation  made 
it  possible  for  all  the  children  to  leave  school  at  the 
same  time. 

We  have  in  oiir  school  library  about  five  hundred 
reference  books,  including  several  sets  of  encyclo- 
pedias, and  about  three  hundred  fiction  books.  This 
year  these  books  have  been  classified  and  catalogued 
and  a  filing  system  organized.  The  organization  of  our 
library  has  resulted  in  more  effective  use  of  available 
material.  We  wish  to  express  o-ur  appreciation  to 
the  P.  T.  A.  members  and  others  who  assisted. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
School  Board,  Mr.  Bowie,  the  Staff  and  the  people  of 
Rumney  for  their  help  and  cooperation.
